The Amendment, filed on November 14, 2003 has been entered and overcomes 
the rejection of claims 12-14,17-22,25-29 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 
New claims 30-33 have been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-14,17-22,25-33 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 29 and 31 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to 
teach or suggest the organic electroluminescent component having the combination of 
the limitations as set forth in claims 29 and 31 , and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a charge carrier injection layer containing metal salt selected from a group consisting 
of LiAgF2, LiBaFs, NaAgFa. KAgF2, LiMgFs, LiCaFa, CaAgFa, MgBaF4. 

Claims 12-14,17-22, 25-28, 30 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 29 
because of their dependency status from claim 29. 

Claims 32,33 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 31 because of their 
dependency status from claim 31 .
